There has been a remarkable de­ 
crease in the number of fatalities 
upon the railways of the United States 
during the last few years, which is 
probably due to the adoption of im­ 
proved rolling stock and devices for 
the protection of passengers. 
During 
the year 19 07 there were 5,000 persons 
killed and 76,286 people injured in 
railway accidents, of whom 647 of the 
killed and 13,59 7 of the injured were 
passengers; while during the past year 
the total number killed was 2,79 1, a 
reduction of nearly one-half, and the 
number of people injured was 63,9 20, 
a reduction of nearly 20 per cent. The

Cleop atra, the “Serp ent of Old Nile, 
is buried in Paris, a few hundred feet 
from the Bourse, 
the 
Parisian 
Wall 
street. T hat is the archaeological bomb­ 
shell drop p ed among the sav ants by an 
anonymous writer, who asserts that the 
great Egyp tian q ueen now lies in a 
gloomy little garden attached to the Na­ 
tional library. 
His story is that Cleo­ 
p atra’s mummy was buried there forty 
years ago by the library officials, who did 
not know what else to do with it. 
It 
had been brought to Paris from Egyp t 
enclosed in a sarcop hagus, which is still 
on v iew in the library. But after some 
months it became imp ossible to keep the 
mummy itself within the building, so it 
was secretly buried in the little garden 
outside the library walls.

Three federal officials, one of them in 
a highly important position in Washing­ 
ton, are involved in the most sensational 
charges that have been made in connec­ 
tion with customs frauds since Richard 
Farr started a nation-wide inquiry by his 
discovery of a little steel spring in the 
sugar trust scales. 
These men will be 
hit when ti federal grand jury which is 
now in session at New Orleans reports 
its findings regarding a new series of 
frauds that is under investigation there. 
The list of defendants will include, it is 
declared, besides 
the 
Washington of­ 
ficial, at least two federal officials in 
New York, two officials at New Orleans, 
the two members of a firm of importers 
and the chief clerk of the firm involved. 
Conspiracy to defraud the government 
and conspiracy to obstruct justice are 
the charges under consideration by the 
New Orleans grand jury. 
The frauds 
which are laid at the doors of the men 
against whom testimony has been given 
have caused the loss of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars by tin* government. One 
of the charges made against the W ash­ 
ington o iii cia I is that he ordered a sub­ 
ordinate to ignore the regulations of the 
department and pass goods under a clas­ 
sification to which they did not belong. 


Poor people have no rignt to live in 
Manhattan. 
That is the dictum of the 
committee on congestion of population. 
Following are some extracts from the 
committee's weekly bulletin which have 
aroused wide comment: 
“Manhattan’s poorest population is try­ 
ing to exist on land worth more than th** 
sites of millionaires’ palaces.

"Worst, the real estate speculator is 
the one who profits chiefly by these con­ 
ditions. 
The vast amount expended by 
th*- taxpayers of the city as a whole 
upon hospitals, institutions for the indi­ 
gent, etc., is in large measure the price 
the taxpayer is paying as the penalty of 
the greed of the landlord.” 


Confessing herself insolvent, with no 
ns-ets. and debts of a half-million dol­ 
lars Mrs. Lore Lyon filed a petition in 
bankruptcy in N sew York as a pauper 
Unable to pay the fees of >”*0. 
She is 
one of the most widely known members 
of women’s clubs in the country, and 
was for several years a foremost figure 
in the women’s organizations of this city 
and state, 
In HXM she was elected pres­ 
ident of the New York City Federation 
of Women’s club and also was president 
of the Eclectic club. 
Mrs. Lyon is the 
widow of Fore Lyon, who was very ac­ 
tive as a r -a1 estate operator in the de- 
celnpnient 
Harlem and the tipper west 
side a generation ago. 
She possessed a 
considerable private fortune, and after 
the failure o f Mr. Lyon in 1804, with 
liabilities of half a million, his wife re­ 
covered $07,000 she had lent him.

Westchester country place, Lyon court. 
Under her own name of Anna E. Lyon 
Mrs. I .von filed schedules showing liabili­ 
ties of $003,24(1, The assets, all nominal, 
consist of 2K<X) unbound volumes of a 
novel sh** wrote enlled “Frudepee Platt,” 
but they are held by their printer and 
the copyright is not valuable; also some

ago. 


Fully 80 per cent, of the population 
of New York live in fiats. 
In Manhat­ 
tan the building of private houses has, 
in fact, j radically come to a standstill. 
Today there art* more than loo,OOO fiat 
houses in the city. 
Luring 1008 tiler** 
were only 
thirty-eight 
private 
houses 
built upon the island, while more than 
200 were demolished, in nearly every 
case t » bt* repriced by apartment bouses 
or commercial buildings. 
The tendency, 
however, is toward a smaller average 
population 
per 
building 
throughout 
the city. 
The great majority of now 
tint houses in the boroughs other than 
Manhattan are three or four stories in 
height. 
The steady growth of tins flat 
population throughout the city has gone 
on uninterruptedly for more than two 
generations, and there is little chance 
of its being cheeked.

francs; 
the 
two 
surviving 
brothers, Barons Gustave and Edmond. 
each enter into th** combination for a 
sum of 15.(ifMi,(»(>(> francs; and admit for 
sums of 1,000.000 francs each their sons 
Baron Robert and Monsieur James de 
Rothschild. 
The firm is now composed 
of two brothers of the elder generation 
and three cousins of th** younger, Baron 
Edouard representing his late father and 
himself personally.—New York Evening 
Post.

In the great Austrian capital, \ ienna, 
we find such a Socialist venture—a great 
flouring mill and bread bakery, known as 
the “Hammer 
Bread 
Works,” of the 
“Forward Co-operative Store,” an asso­ 
ciation or company of workingmen tiiat 
has some 70.000 members. 
The great establishment, which was 
opened on June 20 last, stands oil a site 
once occupied by a cloister and later by 
an iron smelter and also a flouring mill. 
The great building erected by the Social­ 
ists contains a flouring mill of the most 
modern type known to Austrian milling, 
with capacity to supply flour for a bak­ 
ery turning out about 150,(XX) pounds of 
bread daily "and then some,” the mill 
marketing a large part of its products 
directly in the form of flour. 
The bakery in its turn is also a model 
of its kind with great, cheerful, clean aud 
cleanable workrooms and the most ad­ 
vanced 
machinery 
for 
manufacturing' 
bread with the least 
possible manual 
labor or contact with human hands, the? 
movable parts of the machinery ail get­ 
ting power from electric motors. 
Clean­ 
liness and perfection of the products is 
the aim.—Bakers* Weekly.

I discovered that a three acre pasture, 
if planted to raspberries, would give me 
cow* feed 
for all summer and berries 
enough to pay for lier w in t e r ’s hay, w ith : 
a nice sum over for general expenses, j 
This is the key of intensive farming, that j 
it puts an acre to its very hest capacity | 
and makes it at the same time able to 
yield all that is asked of it. 
Still it was 
curious to nm to find how very much ' 
larger the income from an acre of pas­ 
ture might be made. 
At first I asked J 
only that these acres should give me 
enough to feed my animals and myself; | 
gradually I learned that they were able 
to do a great deal better than that. 
There were about twenty acres ut the 
outset, but these had decreased by sales 
until I had less than ten. 
The income 
went up to $300 a year, and then to $4UU, 
and reached $800, while the apple trees 
were preparing to add to the sum. 
In 
about ten years these apples had felt 
their way up into strength and were 
yielding me at first forty or fifty barrels 
of salable fruit; then one hundred and 
fifty, which is now’ doubled. 
Altogether 
the income from these acres bud climbed 
up lo between $1,100 and $ I st to pct* year. 
Meanwhile, at least half of these nine 
acres went to tin* beautiful; were de­ 
vour! in other words to roads, hedges, 
lawns, 
rose gardens and a shrubbery. 
My lodges, if extended in a straight line, 
would have measured over a mile.

not mean by the beautiful that one-half 
of the place was doomed to the ugly. 
Our orchards and gardens w’ore as fully 
inspired 
with the lovely as wen* our 
lawns, but from the shrubbery and the

How Berlin Women Spend Their Time. 
“I 
believe that 
the typical 
dermal! 
hausfrau is a myth,” said a New* York 
woman, who returned the other day from 
a year’s residence in Germany. 
“ I don I 
see how the average German 
woman 
finds any time to be a .hausfrau. I some­ 
times wondered when the German wom­ 
an found time to do anything at home. 
“I spent eight months in Berlin with 
my daughter, who was studying music. 
From ll to 12 in the morning the cafes 
were packed with German women, who 
go out to take their seeond breakfast in 
the public restaurants, a tiling unknown 
in America. 
“They take along their sewing or em­ 
broidery and sit an hour or two over 
their cup of coffee or glass of beer. 
At 
the concerts, too, they take their work 
and spend hours day after day listening 
to the music. 
You can spend an after­ 
noon listening to 
beautiful 
music, 
a 
magnificent 
orchestra 
with 
fine 
vocal 
artists for IO cents. That is an illustra­ 
tion of the things that help to exile 
Americans. 
“At 3 in the afternoon again you will 
see the cafes crowded 
with 
German 
women taking their afternoon teu. 
I 
tin ilk American women are 
more 
do­ 
mestic than German, 
because 
I 
never 
heard of American women who left their 
homes in the evening to pass the time at 
the club. 
A German friend took me one 
evening to the German Women’s club. 
The club has a 
magnificent 
suite 
of 
apartments, including auditorium, read­ 
ing room, parlor, cafe and smoking room. 
“When she took me into the last apart­ 
ment it almost fazed me for a minute. 
It was blue with smoke. 
I had never 
before seen a room filled with elegantly 
gowned cultivated women all smoking. 
These were tlie wealthy society women 
of Berlin, titled some of them. 
“They we**e cosmopolitan in their dress 
and manners and did not present any 


striking points of difference from the 
American woman except in the smoking. 
It made the occurrence of last summer, 
when our immigration officials detained 
a second-class passenger, a woman art 
dealer, for inquiry into her sanity be­ 
cause sue smoked cigarettes, appear very 
funny in retrospect.

“The 
German 
women’s 
clubs, 
like 
those of the Englishwomen, are based on 
the same principle as men’s clubs; these 
are places for social enjoyment and for 
the convenience of members in taking 
meals, entertaining friends and so on. 
They do not take up work in study, phil­ 
anthropy, reform and so on, like the 
women’* clubs in America. 
"But along some lines the German 
women have done more than the Amer­ 
ican. 
There is a working girls’,. club in 
Berlin with 13;CKK) members. 
Its object 
is to maintain sick benefits and an em­ 
ployment bureau to secure better pay 
and shorter hours and otherwise to bet­ 
ter the conditions of the members. 
It is, 
in fact, nothing but a labor union, but it 
was organized and befriended by women 
of the highest social standing, some of 
them women of the nubility,**— New York 
Sun.

States, as a token of 
good

aud 
f riendship” 
This table was made from her tim­ 
bers when she wits broken up, and was 
presented by the Queen of Great Britain 
and 
Ireland 
to the 
President 
of the 
United States, as a memorial of the cour­ 
tesy and loving kindness wuiieh dictated 
th** offer of the gift of the Resolute. 
The white oak of the table, w’hieh is 
somewhat elaborately carved, Corinthian 
columns forming the corners, has become 
by age aud sea exposure a rich golden 
brown.

The third article of I he serial “The 
American Woman” by Miss Ida M. 'bar­ 
bell appears in the January American 
Mujik*zine. 
Iii it, Miss 'barbell describes 
the first beginnings of 
the 
Women's 
Rights movement in the United States. 
She says: 
"Women who had proved as gallant 
as those who had taken up the case 
against slavery, as those who were ag­ 
itating against intemperance, could not 
be expected to endure what they felt 
to be bigoted and unreasoning opposi­ 
tion to doing what they believed to be 
their duty. 
It was to be expected that 
they would sooner or later be driven to 
tight for their right in the matter. 
They 
were well armed when it came to that. 
I he theory of Women’s Rights has nev­ 
er been better stated than it was in 
I TST and I «IKJ by Conaorcet. 
The jus­ 
tice and the wisdom of giving woman 
recognition as a human being of equal 
importance with man in the scheme of 
tilings bas never been mort* eloquently 
argued than by Mary Wollstonecraft in 
lier great plea 
for general education. 
Those arguments had been reiterated up 
and won the country by Frances NY right 
aud Robert Dale Owen and Ernestine 
Rose. 
They wen* accepted by hundreds 
of women who never would have voiced 
them if they had not been driven to it, 
but opposition was driving them to a 
stand and an expression. 
Ail that they 
needed was a leader. 
NY ulking down the Strand together 
after the rejection of the women dele­ 
gates to the anti slavery convention in 
184 1, Mrs. Mott and Mrs. Stanton had 
said to each other that the time was 
coming when women who felt as they 
did must get together and prepare to 
force from the public a recognition of 
rights. 
Every 
month, 
after 
they 
re­ 
turned, the increasing bitterness of a 
shocked public, the increasing deterinina 
tion of women minded like themselves, 
made their London plan seem more nec­ 
essary. 
From time to time their paths 
crossed, and always they walked and 
talked of a declaration of rights. 
Final­ 
ly, iu the summer of 1848, accident threw 
them together ut Seneca Falls, where 
Mrs. Stanton lived. 
The two met at a 
Friend’s house and naturally began their 
usual talk. 
Other women joined. 
Why 
not do it now, some one said, and the 
suggestion was no sooner 
made than 
followed, for, on July 14, 1848, the fol­ 
lowing announcement appeared in a Sen­ 
eca Fulls paper: 
"YVoman’s Rights Convention.—A con­ 
vention to discuss the social, civil and re­ 
ligious conditions and rights of woman 
will be held in the Wesleyan chapel, at 
Seneca Fails, N. Y., on Wednesday and 
Friday at IO ii. rn. 
During the first day 
the melding will be exclusively for wom­ 
en who are earnestly invited to attend. 
The public generally is invited to be 
present on the second day. when Lucre- 
tia Mott of Philadelphia and other ladies 
and gentlemen, will address the conven­ 
tion.”

assign of defective circulation and should 
be overcome, if possible. 
The surest way to do this is to build 
up the general system. 
Exercise is another excellent way to 
stimulate circulation and keep the feet 
and legs warm, 
if brisk walking is out 
of the question try ankle exercises. 
These cun be taken w h e n sitting in a 
chair, if necessary. 
Stretch the toes 
down as far as they will go, then let 
them relax. 
Repeat a dozen times. 
Next, with the tts*s stretched, rotate 
the foot in both direction, also pedal it 
rapidly. 
Stand up and, raising one foot slight­ 
ly, make it feel lifeless, then with a cir­ 
cular motion of the lower leg swing the 
foot in both directions many times. 
These exercises should take awny the 
deadly chill and the blood should soon 
be tingling through the feet and the 
whole body feel warmer. 
Never go to bed with cold feet.

means broken sleep and often is a fore­ 
runner of cold. 
After starting the cir­ 
culation with exercise, put a hot water 
bottle to the feet or wrap them in a 
blanket that has been made very hot.

Seasoning Most Important Feature. 
Suppose we try a curry of mutton. 
From the roast or boiled leg of yester­ 
day’s dinner cut some nice slices, just 
as you cut them from the beef for the 
rechauffe. 
Take a couple of slices of 
clear, fat salt pork, cut in dice and try 
them slowly out. 
When the fat is wall 
extracted skim out the pieces. 
Chop 
half an onion and brown iii the fat, 
skimming out as soon tis brown. 
Mix 
half a teaspoonful of curry pow’der with 
a heaping tablespoonful of flour, stir 
them into the hot fat, and when they are 
wall mixed and free from lumps, i>o*ur in 
a cupful of boiling water and stir until 
a smooth sauce is the result, lf too thick, 
add a little more water. 
Lay the slices 
of meat into this sauce and heat through, 
then put them onto ii hot platter, add to 
the gravy a cupful of tomato sauce, let 
it boil up once, then turn over tile meat. 
Make a border of boiled rice, and it is 
ready to serve. 
If the sauce needs a bit 
more salt, add it after putting in the 
tomato. 
lf any of your family likes the sauce 
hotter, you may use more curry pow’der, 
barely a minute, and won’t toughen the 
meat fiber. 
If you use the dripping in­ 
stead, dust the slices with salt before 
browning. 
Remove the meat from the 
saucepan onto a hot platter, and pour 
into the saucepan the gravy left from 
the roast; dilute with a little boiling 
water, from a quarter to half a cupful, 
according to the amount you have; let 
it just come to a boil, season to the 
taste with salt, add two tablespoonfuls 
of Worcestershire sauce, and pour over 
the meat on the platter, lf you wish to 
make the dish specially ornamental, you 
may put a border of mashed potatoes 
about the edge and set it for a moment 
onto the grate in the oven to brown. 
To vary this, you may omit the Wor­ 
cestershire sauce, using in its place halt 
a cupful of tomato sauce. 
To make still another dish, leave out 
both sauces, season quite 
highly 
with 
salt, pepper, a dash of paprika and a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice, and add 
half a can of mushrooms.

Conditions in the East End Never Worse 
Than Now. 


The Rev. L. S. Wainwright, vicar of 
St. l ’eter’s. London I locks, and chairman 
of the Stepney distress committee, re­ 
ferred at th** Grosvenor hall, Bucking­ 
ham Palace road, to unemployment in the 
cast end dock district, 
lie said he knew 
the real state of affairs and could say 
that the distress this year was greater 
than last year. 
Since the time of the 
great dock strike many years ago, the 
conditions in the east end had been going 
from bad to worse, and of late years un­ 
employment figures bad been going nj) by 
leaps and bounds. 
Nobody could really 
foresee how’ it all would end or how 
much longer the people w’ould last out 
without breaking into open rebellion. At 
Stepney since the register opened ut th** 
end of September there had been 1330 
applications for 
work 
from 
men and 
thirty from women. 
Of these 250 m**n 
were today at work, and since the open­ 
ing of the register 324 had been found 
employment through the local distress 
committee. 
These figures do not repre­ 
sent the full extent of the poverty, be­ 
cause scores of men, tired of applying 
without a possibility of securing work, 
now refused to sign the register. 
Cup­ 
boards were bare, mid men, women and 
children never looked so hungry.
